Dr Lucanua, private seoretary to the Em- 
peror, died this morning. He was s typical 
reprosentative—of- that- veiled - absclutiam |. 
which still oxists in Germany. A retrospect 
of his official eareer serves to remind these 
who labour under the delusion that the 
‘Ge. man Empire is governed by modern 
sonetitnticnal methods that: this is not 
so. | His position as chief of the Imporial 
Civil Cabiief made him more powerful 
than any of the Emperor's responsible 
Ministers. The Civil Cabinet is an ancient 
Prussian institution which flourished under 
Frederic the Great, and still flourishes in 
the twentisth century. Its functions are 
numerous and. varied in character; all 
intercourse. between the Emporor and al! 
the Imporiat Gorman and reyal Prussian 


Ministries, with the single exception of,| 


the Foreign Offices, takes place through 
the'Civit Cabinet, whose chief lias to report 
:to the monarch on the recommendations 


-}made to hiin by his responsible. Ministers. 


If the ‘Imperial State Depnrtment of the 
Interior desires to lay a report before ‘the 
Emperor, this’ cannot be dono directly, 
but the’ document mast first. pass through 
the hands -of the Civil Cabinet, in order. 
that its chief may master its contents and 
report, theréon tothe Kaiser. Similarly, 
all other imporial departments of Stato, as 
well as all Prussian Ministries, are obliged 
to submit to the supervision of the Civil 
Cabinet in their communications to the 
Emperor. Many thousands of the weight-

irresponsible adviser, the chief of the Givil 
Cabinet. ° Dr Lucunus; who was appointed 
to the office shortly aftor the present Eim- 
perot’s accession, had to perform this duty 
many times. '. tt was Lucanus who called 
‘on Prince Bismarek at the Chancollor’s 
ial residenco ia Wilhelmstrasse, and 
informed Germany’s _ greatest statesman, 
that the Emperor desired him to resign 
without delay, The part which he played 
that great personal and political 
drama will ensure him historical fame, 
although of 4 doubtiul kind for he treated 
Prince Bismarck on that occasion. with 
scant courtesy, which was'a-roflection of 
the displeasure’ of his imperial mastor. 
Daring the last two decados every Ministor 
‘who was dismissed his office learned ‘his 
fate from Dr Lucanus’s lips. In many- 
cases the’ Emperor's sudden decision cama 
ag 6 surprise to the unready victims.
